Un^er our peculiar conditions the na­ 
tional g overnment can only look to the 
state to ex tend protection, and if this Is 
denied, or the measure of protection is in­ 
adeq uate, it cannot interfere. Meanwhile, 
the state itself is wholly free from any re­ 
sponsibility to the foreig n powers witli 
which the United States has entered into 
treaty relations, and the powers aro pro­ 
hibited from even remonstrating with the 
offending state g overnment; they can 
look for redress only to the helpless na­ 
tional g overnment. 
So it is within the 
power of any erratic g overnor or weak 
mayor, or e vn an incompetent chief of 
police in any city, to force an issue that 
can be decided only by war, and the fato 
of the whole nation may depend on the 
conduct of such officials. 
Cuug res» J uki Let Her Slide. 
This matter was broug ht to the atten­ 
tion of cong ress by President Harrison at 
the instance of the late Secretary Blaine 
after the adjustm ent of the trouble that 
threatened war with Italy as tiie result of 
the killing of the Italians in New Orleans, 
but no action was taken to carry out the 
sug g estion, probably owing to the fact 
thut the necessary leg islation mig ht bo 
reg arded as an infring ement upon the ol I 
state’s r its theory.
